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Stowell mill re-opens with 
new owners, new employees 


Despite a last-minute change in what 
assets would be purchased, the newly: 
formed Stowell Products, Inc,, Monday 
took over the operation of Stowell Wood 
Products, in Bryant Pond. 

The slight hitch developed, according 
to General Manager Doug Bucy, when it 
was learned that his company, formed by 
Pace Corp.—a consulting firm in 
Conncecticut—could not purchase the 
hard assets of Stowell Wood Products 
before a federally mandated month-long 
waiting period. 

This waiting period is required, Mr. 
Bucy and an official of Casco Northern 
Bank explained, because the bank's 
foreclosure on the real estate must be 
advertised so as to give all parties a 
chance to. purchase those assets. 

Legal advertisements will appear in 
area newspapers this week, Roger 
Hunter, of Casco Northern’s home office 
in Portland, said. The notices will offer 
the foreclosed property to the highest 
bidder or to a party willing to assume the 
mortgage debt on the property. He 
declined to say what that debt amounted 
to. 


Woodstock voters 
vote to buy land 
for stump dump 


At a special town meeting last night, 
Woodstock residents voted to purchase 
a site for a stump dump for the town. The 
property to be purchased belongs to 
Sterling Mills and is adjacent to Floyd 
Hurd’s property on the Old Ricker Road. 
It has four acres and will cost $2,500. 

Additionally, improvements costing an 
estimated $6,500 will have to be made to 
the Old Ricker Road. 

In making their decision, the voters 
had to take several things into considera- 
tion. First, the distance to the Greenwood 
stump dump, which residents have been 
using under a temporary agreement, is 
inconvenient. Also, Woodstock would 
have had to pay 60 percent of the develop- 
ment.cost of that site, the total of which 
was estimated at $3,000, if the Greenwood 
dump were to be formally under joint

Mr, Bucy said his company would like 
to purchase the real estate when it legal- 
ly is available for sale, in September. 

In the meantime, he said, his company 
Monday purchased the “soft” assets of 
Stowell Wood Products held by the bank: 
that is, the inventory, accounts 
receivable, and customer lists. For the 
time being, his company is leasing the 


machinery.and and real estate. He did ' 


not say what the purchase price was of 
the “soft” assets. “We wanted to get go- 
ing as quickly as we could,.and this was 
a way to do it,” he added. 

He was. exultant that the plant. was 
once again beginning to hum. “We're up 
and running,” he said. 

Banker Roger Hunter.commented; “It 
was a sincere effort on the part of the 
bank to get the mill open as soon as possi- 
ble,” The wood-turning mill was closed 
less than two weeks, having been sudden- 
ly shut down July 31 by former owner 
Dexter Stowell and the bank. 

Workers began showing up at the mill 
at 8 a.m. Monday morning. There were 
21 hourly workers called in Monday and

Mt. Abram signs 
final agreement 
with lenders 


Officials of Mt. Abram Ski Slopes, in 
Locke Mills, signed final agréements 
Monday with the lenders providing finan- 
cing for installation of a snowmaking 
system at the ski area. The signing, done 
at the Portland office of Oxford Bank's 
attorney, was attended by officials of Mt. 
Abram, Oxford Bank, Androscoggin 
Valley Council of Governments (AV- 
COG) and Development Concepts, Inc., 
the consulting firm hired by Mt. Abram. 

Mt. Abram officials could not be reach- 
ed for comment, but John Turner, of 
Development Concepts, Inc., in Auburn, 
said the signing committed the state to 
a $100,000 Economic Development Fund 
loan, to be administered by AVCOG, and 
‘the Oxford Bank to a $350,000 loan. Mr. 
Turner pointed out that the private loan 
was $50,000 higher than originally an- 
ticipated. Total cost of the snowmaking 
project is thus $450,000. 

An official of the State Planning Office, 
Alain Ouellette, was happy that the pro- 
ject, originally approved by his office last 
spring, had finally cleared {ts last hur- 
dle, “We're very pleased,” he said. 

Since the original approval, Mt, Abram 
has constructed a holding pond downhill 
from the ski area and has been welding 
and putting pipe in place on the moun- 
tain, The pond will be supplied by two 
streams coming down the mountain. All 
of the work had to be preceded by en- 
vironmental studies, Mr. Ouellette said, 
all of which came out positive, 

Mr. Turner said the entire system 
should be in place and operational by 
Dec, 1. The snowmaking is expected to 
cover about half the skiable terrain on 
the mountain, he said.

In the not too far distant future, area residents will have an addi- 
tional location to do their grocery shopping, as well as another laun- 
dromat to do their weekly wash and another deli counter for sand- 


wiches and pizzas. 


Sometime after Labor Day the Locke Mills Marketplace is slated 
to open its doors and will give area shoppers a choice when they decide 
to replenish their larders. Since the Locke Mills Food Center was 
destroyed by fire over a year and half ago, little choice has existed 
in the area when customers desired to patronize a “full-line” market. 

The acquisition of the Locke Mills store by John Praigg and Scott 
Brion last week has returned competition to the marketplace, and while 
it is bound to affect current grocery outlets, in the long run the “rising 


tide should lift all boats.” 


In the memory of some of our readers there were four markets in‘ 


Bethel village, with two in Locke Mills and another two in Bryant Pond. 
While these provided competition that has been lacking of late local- 
ly, they quite possibly would not be successful today. With the 
sophistication, either real or pseudo, of today’s shopper, yesterday’s 
“srocery store” would not provide what they have come to expect. 

What seems so good in retrospect, what seemed so good “yesterday 
when we were young,” would seem excruciatingly archaic even to the 
most non-cosmopolitan amongst us. 

Messrs. Praigg and Brion would appear to have made a right move 
in securing the services of Willie Hathaway as a consultant in their 
venture as it is always of benefit to have someone who knows the locali- 
ty and its clientele. In the words of a salesman in Meredith Willson’s 
“The Music Man”—“you gotta know the territory’—a fact that many 
fail to. comprehend and appreciate. All too often those who have such 
grandiose and “better ideas” just fade away.

another 21 called in. yesterday. There 
were also 11 salaried staff at work this 
week. 

Of the 42 hourly workers on the job this 
week, 18. of them were formerly 
employed in the mill. Mr. Bucy told The 
Citizen that, on advice of counsel, he was 
not hiring too many of the former 
employees because his firm. could be 
liable for accumulated severance pay if 
those employees were ever laid off. 

He said, however, that as many as 
three-quarters of the 20 additional hour- 
ly employees to be hired next week will 
be former employees, 

One of the former employees, who was 
back at work this week under the new 
ownership, said he had mixed feelings 
upon returning to the mill, “It’s sort of 
bittersweet,” he:said. “It’s good to have 
a job, but you feel for the ones who don’t 
have work.” 

There were 85 people put out of work 
when the mill closed, Mr. Stowell had 
said earlier. 

Applicants for those jobs were 
numerous, Mr. Bucy said. During the 
three days of interviewing for mill 
workers last week in Norway, approx- 
imately 230 people applied, he said. Some 
were from as far away as Farmington.

Distribution is being made by mailing the 
form to those persons who applied for the 
relief last year and by a bulk mailing to 
all municipal offices in the state. Claims 
must be filed between now and Oct. 15, 
1985. 

To qualify for the Tax and Rent refund, 
an individual miist have reached the age 
of 62 by Dec. 31, 1984, must have been a 
legal resident of Maine, and must have 
owned or rented and occupied his 
homestead for the entire year of 1984. 
Total household income for 1984 must not 
have exceeded $6,200 in the case of a 
single-member household or $7,400 in the 
case of a multi-member household. An 
unmarried person who has reached the 
age of 55 by Dec. 31, 1984, and is, due to 
disability, receiving Federal disability 
payments is eligible providing he/she 
meets the other eligibility criteria. Mar- 
ried persons may also qualify at age 55 
providing both spouses are receiving 
Federal disability payments and other 
eligibility criteria are met.

No Fusilade spray 


on local potatoes 


Although four Oxford County farmers 
have purchased the herbicide Fusilade, 
Bethel area potatoes are not being 
sprayed with the chemical. The her- 
bicide, which the federal government has 
approved for weed control on some 
crops—but not on potatoes—has been 
causing concern for officials and potato 
farmers since it was discovered that 
some farmers in Aroostook County had 
used the chemical on potato fields. 

A state Department of Agriculture 
spokesman told The Citizen that four pur- 
chases of Fusilade were made in Oxford 
County. Total amount purchased was 11 
gallons. The spokesman declined to 
reveal the names of the purchasers. 
Statewide, there have been 191 pur- 
chases, totalling about 420 gallons. 

Rumford Point potato grower Arthur 
Ladd, who has fields.in the Bethel, Rum- 
ford and Andover areas, told The Citizen 
ha uses the approved herbicide Dowpon 
on his fields, which are sprayed weekly 
by spray plane. “I never even heard of 
it (Fusilade),” he said, “til I seen it in 
the paper.” 

Mr. Ladd said he knew of no one in this 
area that was using the chemical.

The convenience of having a stump 
dump within the town of Woodstock was 
a major consideration. But the deciding 
factor seemed to be that the Old Ricker 
Road was in need of repair anyway. 
There have been numerous complaints 
about the condition of the road. 

Voters rejected an alternative proposal 
of purchasing a site in Milton, because 
it seemed a temporary solution. 

In other matters, the voters approved 
the purchase of a sander, for $2,600, to 
attach to the town’s new truck. They ap- 
proved transfer of $500 from surplus to 
the streetlight account, And they voted 
to transfer $387 from surplus to the 
workers’ comp account to pay for in- 
creases in insurance premiums. 

After the meeting, a hearing was held 
on closing roads for winter plowing. The 
two roads to be closed are the Shagg 
Pond Road, from the Scott Kendall turn 
to the end of the road, and the Perkins 
Valley Road, from Gustafson’s to 
Malm’s.

Fire damages Kendall 
Dowel Mill in W. Bethel 


An early-morning fire last Saturday 
damaged the boiler room of the Kendall 
Dowel Mill on Route 2 in West Bethel. 
Manager Clayton Kendall said he had no 
idea how the fire started since the fires 
had been put out in the furnace the after- 
noon before, 

“Jt must’ve started about half-past- 
three,” he estimated. He was awakened 
at about 4 a.m. by the newspaper 
delivery man, who told him there was a 
fire at the mill. He immediately notified 
the Bethel Fire Department and the 
owners of the mill, Harold-and Laurel 
Jones, of Windham. 

The fire was contained to the boiler 
room, where it ruined all the electrical 
switches and motors, but apparently 
spared the boiler itself and the sawdust 
feeder and burner. 

Nevertheless, it effectively halted dry- 
ing operations in the kiln. “It’s a terrific 
setback,” commented Mr. Kendall, But, 
he added, “It was very lucky it didn’t get 
into the dry kiln. If that would have got 
on fire we would have some trouble,” 

The wood in the dry kiln was not even 
scorched, and only a portion of the up- 
per wall between the dry kiln and the 
boiler room was singed. 

The plant has about three weeks of dry 
wood on hand and Mr. Kendall expects 
to keep the 12 to 15-person workforce 
busy while repairs are being made to the 
boiler room. Even if the electrical 
repairs take more than three weeks, he 
is optimistic that the. plant can stay 
operational. “You could feed (the boiler) 
with buckets (of sawdust) if you have to,” 
he said.
